Methodist Pastor Spent 
Two Years As 
Marine Corps Chaplain 

Bishop Fred Pierce Corson, pre- 
siding bishop of the Philadelphia 
Methodist Conference, announced 
last week at the close of the 161st 
Conference the reappointment of 
the Rev. Harold D. Flood to the 
pulpit of the Narberth Methodist 
Church. 

Rev. Flood begins his second year 
in the pastorate of the Narberth 
Church, to which he came last May 
at the conclusion of the annual con- 
ference. Last year also marked his 
re-entrance into civilian life, after 
serving two years as chaplkinin the 
United States Marine CorpB. After 
entering the United States Navy in-

13 MERCHANTS PLEDGE $1399 
FOR OFF-STREET PARKING; 
PROTEST BOROUGH ACTION 



Initial returns from questionnaires 
sent to the 80 members of the Nar- 
berth Business Council show 13 
merchants in favor of buying. oo- 
str eet parking-space— and willing lo 
put up $100 apiece toward the pur- 
chase. 

The increasingly serious problem 
of adequate parking space for shop- 
pers in central Narberth held the 
floor Monday night during most of 
a two-hour meeting of the Business 
Council. 

Franklin Tinker, president of the 
merchants' organization, reported 
that Borough Council at its May 
meeting tabled a suggestion made 
by the businessmen that Narberth 
Ave. be widened in order to provide 
additional parking space. 

The merchants said they could 
understand that the widening might 
not be feasible or financially pos- 
sible at this time, but they voiced 
a vigorous protest against Council's 



proposal that parking be prohibited 
on one side of Narberth Ave. to 
facilitate the flow of traffic. 

"We don't need to ngjke It easier 
lor people to drive '"rTgrit* thrSugh 
Narberth," remarked one business 
man; "what we do need is a place 
for them to park their cars so they 
can stop in Narberth — and shop.'' 

It was decided that the merchants 
will circulate a petition prior to 
the next meeting of Borough Coun- 
cil requesting that the parking ban 
proposal be dropped. 

Further investigation of the pos- 
sibility of leasing or buying one or 
more vacant lots in the business 
district will be made and a report 
given at the June meeting of the 
Business Council. 

"We must find a permanent solu- 
tion to this problem," said Tinker, 
"and we intend to work with Bor- 
ough Council to that end."

Report Results 
In Hospital Poll 

Edgar Scott, of Villanova, chair- 
man of the Bryn Mawr Hospital 
community relations committee, this 
week released the following state- 1 
ment concerning a public opinion 
poll being conducted by the hospi- 
tal: 

A majority of the residents of 
Main Line communities believe the 
capacity of Bryn Mawr Hospital 
should be increased. This is indi- 
cated in a third analysis of the pub- 
lic opinion poll being conducted by 
Bryn Mawr Hospital through its 
community relations committee, 

The poll also indicates, that 85 
per cent of those who answered 
are aware that voluntary, non-profit 
hospitals such as Bryn Mawr Hos- 
pital do not receive enough income 
from patients to pay for such en- 
largement. 

Bryn Mawr Hospital actually 
does not receive enough income 
from patients to pay its expenses. 
Statistics of the American Hospi- 
tal Association show that this is 
true in general voluntary non-profit 
hospitals. The association's figures 
show that the average patient pays 
one dollar less per day than the 
actual cost of his care to the hos- 
piKl. 

-Ninety-eight -per -cent of those 
who answered the questionnaire be- 
lieve that when the income from 
patients and from all other sources 
fails to meet running expenses an 
appeal for contributions should be 
made to the public. Only one per 
cent believe that the hospital 
should cut expenses without regard 
for standards of service, and one 
per cent think the hospital should 
be allowed to go into debt.

Teachers Salaries; 
Install Heater 

The Narberth School Board last 
Thursday night fired a volley of 
tax increases at the pocketbooki 
of Borough taxpayers. 

At a meeting held in the school 
building, the directors: 

1. Increased the school tax rat* 
from 19 mills to 23 mills. 

2. Levied a $5 per capita tax on 
both men and women residents. 

3. Adopted a budget of $148,122 
for 1947-48, an increase of approxi- 
mately $20,000 over the budget for 
1946-47. 

At the same meeting, J. L Mc- 
Crery, treasurer of the board and 
a school director for the past 14 
years, resigned from the board. 
Executive secretary of the Pressor 
Foundation, McCrery gave "pres- 
sure of business" as the reason for 
his resignation, which will take 
effect July 1. 

C. Y. Narrigan was elected 
treasurer, and the board will ap- 
point a new director to take Mc- 
Crery 's place until -the next elec- 
tion. 
Reasons for Boost 

Two necessary major improve- 
ments to the school property, to- 
gether with increased costs, were 
responsible for the sharp boost in 
the school budget and the tax rate, 
it was explained. 

Raises of $300 for each of the 
district's 28 teachers and other 
school employes will add $8400 to 
next year's expenditures. 

In addition, a new floor must be 
built in the gymnasium and new 
furnaces installed in the school 
building. 

Also, there is a possibility that 
tuition fees paid to Lower Merlon 
School District for Narberth- stu- 
dents attending Lower Merion High 
School will be increased. 
Award Floor Contracts 

Bids for the new gymnasium floor. 
were opened, at last week's meeting. - 
Contract for demolition of the old 
floor and laying a base for the new 
was awarded to H. A. and D. M. 
Fraser; of Narberth; contract for 
waterproofing the base to J. A. Mil- 
ler, Narberth, Awarding of the con- 
tract for lumber and carpentry for 
the new floor was postponed. 

The property committee of the 
board was authorized to obtain bids 
for new furnaces. 

John R. Hall, Narberth's tax col- 
lector, said yesterday that the tax 
increase was in line with actions of 
other school boards in neighboring 
communities. In additjon to Lower 
Merion and Haverford Townships, 
he cited Jenkintown Borough which 
raised its school tax rate from 24 
to 29 mills; Bridgeport, which in- 
creased from 23 to 26; Lansdale, 
from 30 to 33, and Norristown, from 
27.5 to 30.5. 

It is, however, the highest school 
tax rate that Narberth has had in 
many years. From 1938 to 1941 the 
rate was 18 mills plus a $2 per cap- 
ita tax on men and women. 

The per capita tax was abolished 
in 1942. In that year and in 1943, 
the tax rate remained at 18 mills, 
in 1944 it dropped to 17 mills and 
in 1945 went up to 19 mills.

Bryn Mawr Man 
Wires Parents 

Arriving four daye late in Ham- 
ilton, Bermuda, aboard his yawl, 
the Camanche, Edward C. Dale, Jr., 
of State and Lafayette Kds., Bryn 
Mawr, cabled his parents this week 
that he was safe and everything 
was all right. 

Dale arrived in Hamilton Sun- 
day night, four days overdue, while 
Coast Guard and merchant vessels 
were searching the Atlantic for him 
and for several freinds who had 
joined him as crewmen aboard the 
Comanche.

A VOCAL CAREER 

There are many talented persons 
with fine voices, who go through 
life nursing a suppressed desire to 
sing. When asked why they don't 
"do something" 
about all this 
talent going to 
waste, the an' 
swer is invari- 
ably the same 
"I don't know if 
my voice is good 
enough." 
In many Instances, it's not a case 
of not having a good enough voice, 
but in controlling the tones, so that 
the words are properly rounded. 
Control of Volume is important, 
especially to the singer with radio 
aspirations. Overloud tones must 
be avoided, so that there are no ab- 
rupt changes in volume. 

Another important factor towards 
becoming a good singer Is the ne- 
cessity of singing on pitch. This 
condition is developed by singing 
without accompaniment — i.e.: Pi- 
ano, or some instrument to guide 
the singer toward a relative pitch. 
There are very few singers who 
have absolute pitch needed to stay 
exactly on key, without the neces- 
sary accompaniment. I have gotten 
very' favorable results by making 
piano recordings, for my own pup- 
ils, who have had difficulty with 
pitch and timing. 

Once these basic rules are ob- 
served, anyone who has a pleasing, 
natural quality can attain a melo- 
dious singing style.

Better known as "shooting stars" 
(even though they are not stars at 
all), these visitants from the sky 
may be seen every clear night, es- 
pecially when the Moon is "off 
duty." They are more frequently 
in evidence after midnight, during 
the "wee, sma' hours" when all sen- 
sible people are In bed. 

Still, one does not have to be an 
astronomical enthusiast to occasion- 
ally turn from the affairs of daily 
life to the heavens, from whence 
the fireworks proceed. 

Shooting stars (meteors) vary 
greatly in size and brilliancy; many 
weigh but a few grains apiece, and 
some are big enough to fall to the 
Earth, in which case they are called 
"meteorites." 

AH penetrate our aerial envelope 
at high speed, accelerated by the 
force of gravity, and are as a rule 
reduced to dust after becoming in- 
candescent by friction while pierc- 
ing the atmosphere. Because of this 
protection comparatively few strike 
the Earth, but the dust ifalls to its 
surface and in the course of time — 
it may be centuries — adds a little 
to its bulk. 

As many are aware, there have 
been some exceedingly large me- 
teorites, like the one Peary brought 
from Greenland to New York, its 
weight 36% tons. When a boy I saw 
a meteorite weighing about sixteen 
tons, which had fallen in Mexico. 
Both are largely made up of iron 
and the date of their contact with 
the Earth is unknown. It must have 
been "some" drop, but these have 
been exceeded by the impact of the 
huge meteorite that struck near 
Canyon Diablo in Arizona, and the 
one that created havoc among the 
trees of a wide area in northern 
Siberia about forty years ago. 

It is only a question of time when 
and where the next will plummet 
earthward, or ihe Ibbb probable 



event of a comet hitting the Earth, 
but which seems to survive all .hese 
attacks from without. Actually, 
however, the latter likelihood is 
extremely remote and no one need 
lose sleep over it. It is well known 
that the Earth has gone through 
the tall of a comet, the gaseous con- 
stitution of which is so excessively 
tenuous that the thin air of moun- 
tain heights is dense by comparison. 
A brilliant meteor, with its rapid 
color changes, is a thing to be re- 
membered. I saw one passing 
through the sky of Borwyn as a 
streak of bright green, but its path 
may have extended over several of 
the counties of eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Ofter meteors are the debris of 
comets and have definite periods 
for their appearance, seeming to 
emerge from particular points 
among the stars. Notable "show- 
ers," as they are called, have their 
dates in August and November; the 
former are the "Perseids," which 
bear that name because of originat- 
ing in the direction of the constella- 
tion Perseus, and the latter the 
"Leonids," having their- origin sim- 
ilarly in the constellation Leo. The 
Earth in moving along its orbit 
around the sun collides with these 
swarms of meteors. At times, as in 
the famous display of November, 
1833, the meteors seemed to nil the 
sky, causing consternation — yet the 
Sun rose the next day as usual, 
and nothing more was seen of the 
shower until thirty-three years 
later, in November, 1866, when tb.3 
exhibition was repeated. There were 
some in 1899, but very few at the 
next recurrence, as the Earth seems 
to have missed the swarm. 

You may look for meteors or 
shooting stars, any clear moonless 
night, and if gifted with patience 
will not be disappointed.

Judge Dannehower 
Rules for Andrillis 
In Equity Action 

A * neighborhood argument be- 
tween two Bala Ave. property own- 
ers was 1 settled last Wednesday by 
Judge Dannehower in Montgomery- 
County Court. 

Involved in the equity action were 
Joseph and Josephine Andrilli, of 
130 Bala Ave., and Camlllo Fina- 
more, 128 Bala Ave. 

The Andrillis started the action 
when Finamore began erecting a 
wall on his property in such a man- 
ner that it would prevent the flow 
of surface waters from the Andrilli 
property through a gutter onto the 
Finamore property and into a drain. 

Judge Dannehower ruled that the 
Andrillis are entitled to an ease- 
ment over and upon the Finamore 
property for the purpose of drain- 
ing surface waters from the rear 
of their premises by way of the ex- 
isting gutters and drains. 

Because of this, he directed that 
Finamore is enjoined from interfer- 
ing with this easement and is to 
remove any portion of the wall 
which affects it. He was also direct- 
ed to pay the costs.

Sen. Wood Moves 
To Bar Dam at 
WallpackBend 

Says 8000 Acres of 
Montgomery County 
Would Be Uninhabitable 

State Senator Lloyd H. Wood last 
week introduced a bill at Harris- 
burg which would halt plans for 
impounding Delaware River at 
Wallpack Bend to provide a new 
water supply for Philadelphia. 

It was Montgomery County's first 
direct step toward prevenlng Phil- 
adelphia from taking thousands of 
acres of Montgomery County terri- 
tory for use in the proposed water 
supply program. 

The bill repeals the State Act of 
1868 under which Philadelphia 1« " 
given the right to acquire by con- 
demnation the land of adjoining 
counties needed to provide the city 
with an adequate water supply. The 
bill was co-sponsored by Senator 
Edward B. Watson, of Bucks Coun- 
ty. Both counties would be affected 
by the proposed damming of the 
river. 

The plan for a Wallpack Dam wa« 
approved by Mayor Bernard Sam- 
uel's Philadelphia Water Commis- 
sion last year after a series of en- 
gineering surveys in which various 
localities were oonsidered. 

Senator Wood said that 8000 acre* 
of Montgomery County land would 
be made uninhabitable — as well as 
parts of Bucks and Delaware coun- 
ties—if the dam were built. He said 
Montgomery County residents have 
called upon him for some protection 
against the plan.
